Dear Doctor:—Your question of last eve- 
ning I could have answered as well then as 
now, so far as / am able to answer it at all. 


Question.—Is man a fallen being ? 


Answer.—Not in the sense in which it has 
been heretofore held, by any means. Man, 
however, is not as perfect as God, nor can he 
ever be.

LUNG FEVER, or pneumonia, is caused by 
the c f th od tothe extremities 
ig retarded; therefore the tepid half-bath 
Id be used, with much rubbing downward, 
the same as for inflammation of the bowels.
